3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $2,850.00 to the Tilton-Northfield 
District Nurse Association. A similar request will appear 
in the Tilton Warrant (by request). 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $300.00 to the Franklin Regional Hos- 
pital Association (by request) . 


5. To see if the ‘Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $200.00 to the Lakes Region General 
Hospital (by request) . 


6. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,285.00 to the Lakes Region Mental 
Health Clinic (by request) . 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $905.44 for Town Road Aid. The 
State will contribute $6,036.28. The plan is to gravel 
and fix Shaw Road. 
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8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $4,500.00 for the Tilton-Northfield 
Recreation Council to maintain a year-round program. 


9. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $500.00 to be put in an existent Build- 
ing Fund Savings Account. This fund to be contingent 
on the motion and amendment of the 1962 ‘Town Meet- 
ing. A similar article appears in the Tilton warrant. 


10. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $200.00 for the Park Cemetery (by 
request) .

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


Less fortunate than our northern towns, we had too 
many fires. Carelessness in burning trash and discarding 
smoking material and children playing with fire caused 
most of the fires. Your Forest Fire Warden’s Job would 
be easier if everyone understood the State laws that 
govern the kindling of outdoor fires. A synopsis of these 
laws follows: 


Fire Permit 


A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near 
woodlands anytime the ground is not covered with snow. 
This includes household waste burning, even if in an 
incinerator, grass burning, garden trash as well as brush 
burning. Such burning is restricted by regulation to be 
prior to 9:00 a.m. and after 5:00 p.m. 


Exceptions 


Commercial or industrial burning is allowed anytime 
under normal conditions with permission of the Dis- 
trict Chief and a permit from the Fire Warden. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own prop- 
erty with permission of the Fire Warden. On another’s 
property with written permission of the landowner and 
permission of the Fire Warden. The Warden can forbid 
such fires if in a hazardous area. Permits for cooking 
fires in the White Mountain National Forest can be ob- 
tained from the Laconia Office or at the Ranger Sta- 
tions. Permits are not required in public camp or picnic 
grounds where fireplaces have been built for this pur- 
pose. 
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Penalties 
1. For kindling a fire without a permit. Maximum of 
$200.00 fine; or imprisonment for not more than 60 
days. 
2. For kindling a fire by any means wilfully or reckless- 
ly that shall endanger woodlands the maximum fine 
is $500.00 or one year’s imprisonment. 


3. For failure to totally extinguish a camp or cooking 
fire before leaving it the same penalties as in (1) 
above. 


4. For dropping inflammable material in or near wood- 
land, maximum fine is $25.00. 


Fire prevention is a personal matter and a good habit. 
Keep our town free from smokes in 1970.

During the spring, various tournaments were held 
among the center attendants involving indoor games 
and contests.

They were completely outfitted with uniforms on be- 
half of the A. S. Brown Company. They were a smart 
looking group, which goes a long way as a morale factor. 


A swimming program involving two (4) week sessions 
was successful for another year. The courses ranged 
from beginners to junior lifesavers. Certificates were 
awarded for completion of various tests at each level, 
as outlined by the American Red Cross. 


The playground program was scheduled for a seven 
week period. Various arts and crafts were taught in addi- 
tion to short trips to the pond, J. Donellon’s golf range, 
and the Animal Farm in Laconia. Nature walks, various 
outdoor games, and athletic events were also part of the 
program. 


Another successful trip to Boston, for a Red Sox game 
was a further highlight toward summer’s end. On this 
trip, the group also visited the Boston Aquarium. 


The “Neighborhood Youth Corps,” a_ federally 
funded youth program was undertaken again this year.
